ON THE ERRORS.OF THE PRESS. 

ftT CALEB WHZTirOO&D, S8^ 

TyHILST you and your corrcfpondcnts are 
^^ fo laudably employed in watching over 
the welfare of the flate, keeping a jealous eye on 
miniflers^ and pointing out the errors of govern- 
ment, I wifli, Mr. Woodfall (if you could bat 
£nd time for it) that you would pay fome little 
attention to your own errors, 

Perhapi 
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Perhaps it will appear the higheft degree of 
prefumption, to offer advice to a perfon in your 
eminent ftation, one who every day (Sundays ex- 
cepted) didiates to Miniflers, and counfels Kings ; 
one who is read and admired in every part of the 
Britiih dominions. 

It is for this very reafon. Sir, that I think it 
incumbent on me to tell you of your miflakes, 
for you cannot fay with Job, " Albeit that I 
have erred, mine error remaineth with mV- 
SELF." No, Mr. Woodfall, your errors circu- 
late far and wide ; they mifreprefent many, and 
miilead more ; in fhort, the errors I me^n, are 
errors of the prefs, or, as my learned friend. Sir 
James Hodges expreffes them in one Englilh-la- 
tin-iingular-plural word, erratums. 

Of all errata, the moil harmlefs are thofe 
which make ftark-ftaring nonfenfe, Thefe arc 
never imMted to the writer, but are corrected 
by the reader^ in his own mind, as he goes along; 
but the dangerous ones are thofe which make a 
kind of half fenfe, and pafs current as the fenfe 
of the author, until the day following, when 
your lift of errata transfers the blame from the 
writer to the printer. However, I muft fay, that 
printers (with all their profeiHons of candor) are 
as little apt to acknowledge their errors as the 
reft of mankind, for not one erratum in ten is. 
L 3 cvei^ 
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ever acknowledged, and indeed I fuppofe they 
very feldom would, onlcfs at the particular dc- 
fire of the writer. 

As 1 have faid much about the errors of the 
prefs, it may naturally be expedlcd that I (hould 
produce fome proofs of what I have afTertcd. This 
I am enabled to do, having paid particular at- 
tention to them for fome time palt, and having 
looked more fharply after them, than the promo- 
tions civil or military, the prices of corn or of 
ftocks, the lift of fhips or bankrupts, or of thofe 
paragraphs which inform who's dead, who's mar- 
ried, or who's hang'd. 

But now for the particulars of the charge. 

I have known you throw an injurious reflection 
on all the crown'd heads in Europe at one ftrokc, 
for in lie ad of Potentates you have call'd them 
potatoes, as if they had been mere vegetables. 
As to the King of PruHia, you talk of^ him in a 
diiFerent ftile, for inftead of the Hero of Pruffia, 
you have made him the Nero. Next day comes 
your apology, or your erratum, which fbmetimes, 
indead of mending matters, makes things worfe, 
and, like an arch tinker, in flopping one hole 
makes two, as I remember my old friend Alder* 
man Faulkner, of Dublin, corrected an error ia 
his Journal, *« Erratum in our laft ; for hit 
Grace the Dachefs of Dorfet, read ker Grace the 

Duke 
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Duke of Dorfet." Indeed a blunder feems to be 
fomething of the nature of a bog, the more you 
ftruggle the deeper you get into it. But to pro- 
ceed. You have en feveral occafions ufed the 
Doge of Genoa extremely ill, and never have 
xnade h:m the lead apology for omitting the lail 
letter in his title j though if you had defired your 
readers next day, ** inftead of Dog,^ to read 
Doge," I do confefs that it would have been no 
great reparation. 

I remember the Irifh parliament fome time 
ago, were offended at fomething in the Public 
Advertifer, and took up the matter fo warmly, 
that they ordered the paper to be burnt. Now, 
Mr. Woodfall, whether you have taken umbrage 
alfo and Uketvi/e, or whether it proceeds from 
negligence, I know not ; but certain it is, that 
feveral unlucky miflakes have happened relative 
to that refpedable body. At their firft meeting, 
you told as, (inftead of a bill) that a motion 
would be made for leave to bring in a bull ;«- 
and afterwards another motion, that the order of 
the Dey be read, as if it was an Aflerably on the 

coaft of Barbary You told us one day, that 

Lord , of the kingdom of Ireland, had 

b«en fafely delivered of a daughter; and we 
were all very anxious on my Lord's account, till 
the day following, when you delivered his Lord- 

ihip 
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fiiip of the burthen, and brought the child into 
the world a more natural way. 

In a late fcnifle under the Piazza, Covent- 
Garden, you informed us that an Iriih officer had 
got a confudon in his head ; and you made no 
apology afterwards, thinking, I fuppofe, there 
was no occafion for any, as you were right to 

Not long ago you advertifed a fpeedy cure for 
raptures, and I am afraid it gave fome wicked 
bachelor occafion to fcofF at the holy ftate of ma- 
trimony ; for as the Devil would have it (I mean 
one of your Devils) the very next advertifement 
to it, was from a gentleman who wanted a wife, 
and over it was printed matrimony in capitals ; 
confequently it appeared that matrimony was the 
moft fpeedy and efFedlual cure for raptures, tho* 
of ever fo long {landing. Sec, &c. 

1 have known you advertife inftead of a never- 
failing remedy, an ever-failing remedy : Now, 
Sir, though this might be ilridlly true, yet I hold 
it not proper that it Ihould be fo fet down, as I 
fuppofe the quack dodor paid you his money for 
conveying a very different fenfe to the public'.— 
In a receipt lately publifhed for the cure of the 
plague, inftead of rue, you put rice, and fo made 
a pudding of it ; and in advertifing a courfe of 
lectures, you turned a fyllabus into a fyllabub ; 

and 
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and called the perpetual snotion, a perpetual 
notion. 

I wiOi you would be a little more cautious is 
advertifing Salivation not neceflary ; for it* hap- 
pened, that by omitting the / in falivation, you 
gave great ofience to fome very good chrifUans in 
my neighbourhood ; and alfo gave occafion to 
ibme wicked punfters to obferve, that it was not 
the firfl time an eye had been loft in a falivation ; 
nay, that fome people had been fo unlucky as to 
lofe a couple. 

There is another advertiiement which fre-* 
quently occurs, beginning with, " Whereas fe- 
veral evil-minded perfons, &c." — One day you 
made it evil-minded parfons, which was extreme- 
ly unlucky ; for in thefe times of infidelity, peo- 
ple are too apt to feoff at the clergy, and indeed 
at all ferious fubje£b ; as to myklf, I muft con- 
fefs that I am particularly hurt at thofe imper- 
tinent Levities with which fome people indulge 
themfelves, being a perfon of a ferious turn of 
mind, and of a difpofition rather fatumine and 
grave. 

It too often happens, Mr. Woodfall, that 
" what fhould be grave you turn to farce ;'* I re- 
member in your paper, a fenfible pathetic letter,. 
figned a Citizen ; he laments the internal ftate 
of thii country, and you made it the infernal 
L s ftate J 
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ilatc ; when he e^^claimed fad reverfe ! you made 
him cry out fad reverie ; he difapproved of all 
national reflexions, you made him difapprove of 
all rational reiledlions ; and talking of the fate of 
empires, you made him fay the fat .of empires ; 
now as there are fo many flanding jokes about ci« 
tizens being fond of fat, (whether turtle fat or 
venifon fat) this unlucky miilake quite fpoiled 
the letter, difobliged my friend the Citizen, and 
** all the fat was in the fire.'' And here I can- 
not help taking notice of a paragraph fome time 
iince, containing an account of the election of a 
worthy Alderman for a certain ward, when in- 
ilead of faying he was duly eleded, you faid he 
was dully elefted, and thereby afforded a handle 
for breaking fome common-place jefts, on that , 
refpedlable body of men, the Court of Aldermen* 
Another time, in the account of an entertain- 
ment given by a worthy Alderman, to the De- 
puty and Common Council of his ward, where 
they dined on turtle, you faid they iied on tur- 
tle ; as if they had all ate till they choaked or 
burft ; whereas, on the contrary, it was extreme- 
ly remarkable, that none either over-ate them- 
felves, or caught a furfeit that day. 

From feveral articles, Mr. Woodfa;!!, one 
would be apt to conclude, that you were no 
great geographer $ for you tell os of Cor£urs fit- 
ted 
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ted out from Turin, inllead of Tanis ; and that 
the Chinefe had revolted againfl the Spaniards, 
inftead of the Chilefe; now, though the fe two 
nations are on different fides of the globe, I fup- 
pofe yott thought they were near neighbours, be* 
ing within an ell of each other. Laft year, when 
the Runian fleet took the Tile of Lemnos, you told 
us that part of the fquadron remained at the Ifle of 
Candy, and the reft were going to atuck the Ifle 
of Lemons ; you fuppofed, no doubt, that Candy 
was a fugar ifland, and that they were gone to 
the Ifle of Lemons for fruit, and fo between 
them to fupply the fleet (pro bono publico) with 
punch. 

You have fometimes treated the Ruffians very ' 
injurioufly, by calling them Ruffians ; and one 
day you told us, the combined army of the Turks 
and Tartars (inflead of a Kam) was commanded 
by a Ram ; as if they had been a parcel of fheep : 
and when it was expeded the two armies were co- 
ming to a^ion, you faid they were coming to Ac- 
ton ; and as there was a confiderable fall of flock9 
about that time, I have reafon to think it was 
owing to the above report, or to fome other equal- 
ly alarming. 

1 trembled for you during the whole time of the 
congrefs at Fockzany, 'tis a ticklifli word in the 
hands of a carelefs compoiitor,; and one doe^ 

not 
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not know what terribk work he might make of it: 
Apropos, it is not long iince you advertifed a view 
of the canal of Venice, and you made it the canal 
of Venus : and in the account of a houfebreaking, 
inftead of the rogues broke in at the window, you 
faid they broke in at the widow. 

When you informed us that a certain lady wat 
gone to pafs the holidays, at her country feat near 
Corydon, every reader fuppofed that fome fcan- 
dal was meant, till the next day, when we learnt 
that there was no Corydon in the cafe, and that 
Ler ladyihip was only gone to her country feat near 
Croydon. 

One day you told us, that fome £ngli(h XiOrd, 
(whofe name 1 have forgotX was arrived at Naples 
with his tabor ; travelling with a tabor feemed to 
le an odd kind of conceit ; but his Lordihip (ap« 
paremment) was fond of mufic, though the tabor 
and pipe feemed more adapted to a lugged bear, 
than a Lord on his travels ; thus we reafoned, 
till the erratum of next day, defired us " for 
tabor, to read tutor." 

If your compofitors are bad geographers, they 
are at leaft as bad arithmeticians : wherever fums 
occur, they are fare to make a bad figure ; I re^ 
member at different times laft year; they made 
the compulfatory India loan, 14000, 140009, and 
fometimes 14,000,000: in ihort, they have no 

ade- 
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adeqnite idea of figures; andastocypbers^.thef 
confider them as meer nothings, and that adding 
or taking away two or three of them fit>m a fom, 
makes no difiference at all. 

. I have known yon torn a matter of hearfay, into 
m matter of herefy; Damon into a daemon ; ade- 
lidoos girl» into a delirioos girl ; the comic mafe, 
into a comic raoofe ; a Jewi(h Rabbi, into a Jew- 
ifh Rabbit; and when a correfpondent, lament- 
ing the cormption of the times, exclaimed O 
Mores ! you made him cry, O Mofes ! 

Yon ihoald confider, Mr. Printer, that there 
is a material difference, between ading with the 
ntmoft lenity and atmoft lerity ; between fadioos 
and facetious ; fellow and felon ; imprudent and 
impudent; refolotion and revolution ; runny , 
mead and running mad ; loud profeffions and 
lewd profeffions ; words and works ; foaring and 
roaring ; Thavies Inn and Thieves Inn ; Minutes 
and minuets ; rubies and bubbies ; a tube and a 
tub ; all of which words, I have obferved you. 
Sir, at times, ufe indifcriminately. 

I know yon will fay that the people ought to 
confider the conftant hurry which attends the pub- 
lication of a daily paper ; that the Public Ad- 
vertifer is in fo great requeft, and people are b 
eager to get it, *' with all its imperfedions on its 
hold,'' that you really have not time to be more 

cor- 
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oomGi.'^hhB Mr. Wop4ra}i l it would be weU 
£ar mznldnit if r^rormatipn, lilce charity, were 
always to begin at home ; and that people would 
try to mend themfelvesy inftead of beAowing Co 
sittch fruitlefs and thanklefs pains in admonifh- 
lag their neighbours. You, Sir, have beilowed 
much time and labour, and oil, floods of ink, a^ 
reams of paper, in advifing Miniilers of Sute, 
and corredling the m'eafuresof governuient ; aod 
after all^ I dare fay, you yourfelf will allow, that 
they are, at this moment, not one bit better ^ 
wiier than when you firft undertook to mend them. 
Therefore take an old man's advice, friend 
Woodfall ; fet a pattern to thy brother printere ; 
leave for a while the care of the State to thfiCc 
who are paid for it ;— look at home ;— ; — begin n 
reformation th«re, and *' corred thyfelf for the 
example of others." I am.

My favourite reading, ever fince I could rcw!, 
has been in News-papers, and to them I am in- 
debted for all my knowledge, and the greateft 
part of my amufement. This declaration may, 
at firft fight, appear fomewhat extraordinary; 
but I dare fay it would ceafe to be fo, if moft of 
the fine gentlemen about town would be as can- 
did and ingenuous as myfelf : They too would 
freely confefs, that the figure they make in com- 
pany is entirely owing to the occurrences of the 
day, with occafional cflays, and literary articles 
in the public papers. 

I don't intend, Mr. Woodfall, to pay you any 
extravagant compliments at the expence of your 
brethren ; though I very much approve the ge- 
neral plan and condudt of your paper, and am 
aften pleafed to fee in it fome fmart things ihine 
through the dark cloud of politics, in which all 
our news papers have long been envellop'd. 

For feveral months paft I have refided in the 
country, with a very agreeable family, aboat 
forty miles from London. The environs were 

moft 
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moft delightful, and we had plenty of (hooting^ 
£ihing, walking, and riding. Bat as the wea^ 
ther was frequently fuch as obliged os to keep 
within doprsy we then endeavoured to amnfef 
ourfelves with cards and news-papers. Cards, to 
thofe who love play» are a vaft fund of amafe- 
neht. Every time the fpots and pidures are 
ihafiledy they afford frefh entertainment; but 
this is by no means the cafe with regard -to news- 
papers ;^ for when you have once perufed the four 
pages of unconnedled occurrences, and mifcel- 
laneous advertifements, the abrupt tranfitions 
from article to article, without the fmalleft con-^ 
ne^ion between one paragraph and another, 
overload and confufe the memory fo much, that, 
when you are quefiioned, you can never give a 
tolerable account of what you have been reading. 
Hence it is, that one fo often fees people perufe 
two or three news-papers, and throw them down, 
one after another, with the conftant complaint 
of. Not a fyllable of news-^Nothing at all in 
the papers, to the great difcredit of thofe daily 
vehicles of intelligence, and the great detriment 
of you, Mr. Woodfall, and the reft of your bre^ 
thren. Now this is extremely unjuft; for the 
fault (as already hinted) is not in the news- 
papers, but in the readers having taken too co- 
pious a dofe, coniifting of an Olio, or mixt 

com- 
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compofition of politics, religion, picking of poc- 
kets, puffs, cafualties, deaths, marriages, bank^ 
ruptcies, preferments, refignations, executions, 
lottery tickets, India bonds, Scotch pebbles, Ca- 
nada bills, French chicken gloves, audlioneers, 
and quack dodlors. What a curious jumble is 
this, and what wonder is it, that four folio pages 
of it, confining of four columns each, fhould prove 
too potent a dofe for the memory of moft readers ? 
But in pernfing this matter, I had almoft loft 
fight of the point I had originally in view, when 
I began this letter; which was to ihew, that news- 
papers, as well as cards, were capable of afford- 
ing a variety of entertainment. At prefent I 
fhall only mention one improvement in reading 
the papers, which we pradtifed in the country 
with great fuccefs ; and that was, after we had 
read the Public Advertifer in the old trite vulgar 
way, i. c. each column by itfelf downwards, we 
next read two columns together onwards ; and by 
this new method found much more entertainment 
than in the common way of reading, with a 
greater variety of articles curioufly blended, or 
ib-ikingly contrafted. In ihort, blind chance 
bronght about the ffrangeft connexions, and fre^ 
quently coapled perfons and things the moft he- 
terogeneoas ; things fo oppofite in their nature 

and 
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and qualidesy that no man alive would ever have^ 
thought of joining them together.
